Paris, April 5.—As the excitement 
incident to the first few days of the 
German offensive dies down, reports 
come in of the bravery in the face 
of danger of various workers in the 
American Red Cross. 
Women workers of the Red Cross 
who were aiding civilians in recon­ 
struction and relief work at Ville- 
quier, near the River Somme, left 
their posts just two hours before the 
Germans arrived in the town. With 
their automobiles they aided in re­ 
moving the civilians and picking up 
many wounded along the roads. The 
women were the last civilians to 
leave the town, just preceding the 
French troops. 
Another Red Cross unit, stationed 
in a hospital just back of the lines, 
wds ordered to evacuate in two hours. 
They left at 2o*clock in the morning 
and were chased for miles by a Ger­ 
man aviator before reaching a point 
of safety. The next day the unit went 
to a town near the fighting line and 
established soup kitchens 
for the 
troops and first aid stations for sick 
refugees and 
wounded 
stragglers. 
The town was under continuous shell 
fire and the unit answered calls at 
all hours to give first aid to those 
wounded by the enemy shells.

Japanese Distrust America. 
(By the Associated Press) ' 
Tokio, May 2.—Some misgivings as 
to the policy of the United States as 
affecting Siberia recently have found 
expression in the Japanese House of 
Representatives. Conviction that Ja­ 
pan should pay close attention to the 
activity of the United States in Rus­ 
sian territory was expressed by Man- 
itsu Tanaka in a speech in the House 
recently. This activity, he said, might 
be designed to obtain rights and in­ 
terests of various kinds. Tanaka said 
he believed that, if America attain­ 
ed its object a hard blow would be 
dealt to the interests of the Japanese 
Empire.

He thought that American sympa­ 
thy for Russia was largely due to 
her ambition to implant her influence 
there by utilizing the present oppor­ 
tunity for investing her large capital 
in an extensive area of Russian terri­ 
tory, to exploit Russia’* vast natural 
resources and to help forward Rus­ 
sia’s civilization.

he believed that another object of the 
United States in showing sympathy 
to Russia might be to check the ad­ 
vance of Japanese influence north­ 
wards.

The Firing Squad. 
A few days later I had orders to re­ 
port back to divisional headquarters, 
about thirty kilos behind the line. I 
reported to the A. P. M. (assistant pro­ 
vost marshal). He told me to report 
to billet No. 78 for quarters and ra­ 
tions. 
It was about eight o’clock at night 
Aud I was tired alto soon fell asleep tai 
the straw of the billet. It was a mis­ 
erable night outside, cold, and a drizzly 
rain was failing. 
About two in the morning I w 
awakened by some one shaking bm by 
the shoulder. Opening my eyes I saw 
a regimental sergeant major Bending 
over me. He lad a lighted lantern in 
his right hand. I started to ask him 
what was the matter, when he put bis 
finger to his lips to r silence and whis­ 
pered: 
“Get on your equipment, and, with­ 
out any noise, come with me,” 
This greatly mystified me, bqt 
obeyed his order. 
Outside of Hie billet, I asked him 
what was up, hut he shut me up with: 
"Don’t ask questions, IPS against or­ 
ders. I don’t know myself.” 
It was raining like the mischief. 
We splashed along a muddy road for 
about fifteen minutes, finally stopping 
st the entrance of what must have 
been sa old barn. In the darkness, I 
could *hear pigs grunting, ss lf they 
had just been disturbed In front of 
the door stood an officer In a mack 
(mackintosh). The R. 8. M. went up 
to him, whispered something, find then 
toff. Thle officer called to me, asked 
my name. nnmtur and regiment at the

light of a lantern hi 


In front of us w ere four stacks of 
id es, three to a stack. 
The officer brought us to attention 
rad gave the order to unpile arm s. W e 
?ach took a rifle. Giving us “Stand a t 
?ase,” in a nervous and shaky voice, 
He Inform ed; 
‘‘Men, you are here on a very solemn 
inty. 
You have been selected as a 
Sting squad for the execution of a sol­ 
dier, who, .having been found guilty 
rf a grievous crim e against king and 
country, has been regularly and duly 
:ried and sentenced to be shot a t 3:28 
a. rn. this date. This sentence has been 
ipproved by the reviewing authority 
rad ordered carried out. It is our duty 
to carry on w ith the sentence of the 
zourt 
“There are twelve rifles, one of 
which contains a blank cartridge, the 
rther eleven containing ball cartridges. 
Every m an is expected to do his duty 
and fire to kill. Take your orders from 
me. Squad—'Shun!” 
W e came to attention. Then he left. 
My h eart w as of lead and my knees 
shook. 
A fter standing a t “attention” for 
what seemed a week, though in reality 
it could not have been over flve min­ 
utes, we heard * low whispering in our 
rear and footsteps on the stone flag­ 
ging of the courtyard. 
O ur officer reappeared and in a low, 
but firm voice, ordered: 
“About—Turn H* 
We turned about. In the gray light 
of dawn, a few yards in front of me, I 
could m ake out a brick vftill. Against 
this wall was a dark form with a white 
square pinned on its breast. We were 
supposed to aim a t this square. To the 
right of the form I noticed a w hite spot 
on th e wail. This would be my target. 
“Ready I Aim I f F ire I” 
The dark form sank into a huddled 
heap. My bullet sped on its way, and 
hit the w hitish spot on the w all; I 
could see the splinters fly. 
Some one 
else had received the rifle containing 
the blank cartridge, MI my m ind was 
s t ease, there was no blood of a 
Tommy on my hands. 
“Order—Arms I About—Torn! Pile— 
Arms I Stand—Clear.” 
The stacks were re-formed. 
“Quick —March! 
Right—Wheel!” 
And we left the scene of execution be­ 
hind us. 
It was now daylight After march­ 
ing about five minutes, we were dis­ 
missed with the fellowing instructions 
from the officer in command: 
“Return, alone, to your respective 
companies, and remember, no talking 
shout this affair, or else It' will go hard 
with the guilty ones.” 
We needed no urging to get gpray. I 
did not recognise any of the men on 
the firing squad; even the officer was a 
stranger to me. 
The victim's relations and friends In 
Blighty will never know that be was 
executed; they will he under the Im­ 
pression that he died doing his bit for 
king and country. 
In the public casualty lists his name 
Will appear under the caption “Acci­ 
dentally Killed,” or “Died.” 
The day after the execution I re­ 
ceived orders to report hack to the 
line, and to ksep ft still tongue In my 
head. 
Executions are a part of the day’s 
work, but the part we hated most of 
all, I think—certainly the saddest. The 
B ritish w ar department is thought by 
many people to he composed of rigid 
regulations all wound around with rad 


sweetheart to tell him with her lips’ 
to.go, while, her eyes pleaded for him 
to stay. 
v 
Every time he saw a recruiting ser­ 
geant he’d slink around the corner out 
of sight, with a terrible fear gnawing 
st his heart. When passing the big re- 
craning posters, and on his way to 
j business and back he passed many, fie 
would pull down his cap and look the 
other way from that awful finger 
pointing st hint, under the caption, 
“Your King and Country Need You;” 
or the boring eyes of Kitchener, which 
horned into his very soul, causing him 
to shudder. 
Then the Zeppelin raids—-during 
them, he need to crouch in a corner of 
his boarding-house cellar, whimpering 
like a whipped puppy and calling upon 
the Lord to protect him. 
Even his landlady despised him, al­ 
though she had to adm it th at he was 
“good pay.” 
H e very seldom read the papers, but 
one m omentous morning the landlady 
put the m orning paper at his place be­ 
fore be came down to breakfast. Tak­ 
ing his seat he read the flaring head­ 
line, “Conscription Bill Passed,” and 
nearly fainted. 
Excusing himself, he 
stum bled upstairs to his bedroom, 
with the horror of it gnawing into his 
vitals. 
Having saved up a few pounds, he 
decided not to leave the house, and to 
sham sickness, so he stayed in his room 
and had the landlady serve his meals 
there. 
Every tim e there was a knock a t the 
door he trem bled all over, imagining it 
w as a policeman who had come to take 
him sw ay to the army. 
One m orning his fears were realized. 
Sure enough, there stood a policeman 
with the fatal paper. Taking It in his 
trem bling hand he read th at he, Albert 
Lloyd, was ordered to report himself 
to the nearest recruiting station for 
physical examination. He reported im­ 
mediately, because he Was afraid to 
disobey. 
” 
T he doctor looked with approval 
upon Lloyd’s six feet of physical per­ 
fection, aud 
thought 
w hat a 
fine 
guardsm an he would make, but exam­ 
ined his heart twice before he passed 
him as “physically f i t it was beating 
so fast. 
From the recruiting depot Lloyd was 
taken, with tunny others, in charge of 
a sergeant, to the training depot at Al­ 
dershot, where he was given an outfit 
of khaki, and drew his other equip­ 
ment. H e made a fine-looking soldier, 
except for the slight shrinking in his 
shoulders and the hunted look in his 
eyes. 
At the training depot it tfbes not 
take long to find out a m an’s character, 
and 
Lloyd 
was 
promptly 
dubbed 
“windy.” In the English arm y “windy” 
m eans cowardly. 
The smallest recruit in the barracks 
looked on him with contempt, and was 
not slow to show it in many ways. 
Lloyd was a good soldier, learned 
quickly, obeyed every order promptly, 
never groused at the hardest fatigues. 
He was afraid to. HS lived in deadly 
fear of the officers and “noncoms” over 
him. They also despised him. 
One morning about three months 
after his enlistment Lloyd’s company 
was paraded, and the names picked out 
for the next di^ft to France were read. 
When his name was called, he did not 
step out smartly, two- paces to the 
front, and answer cheerfully, “Here, 
sir ” as the othfrs did. He Just faint 
cd In the ranks and was carried to bar­ 
racks amid the sneers of the rest. 
That night was an agony of misery 
to him. He could not sleep. Just cried 
and whimpered in his bank, because 
on the morrow the draft was to sail 
for France, where he would t f e death 
on a1! sides, and perhaps be killed him­ 
self. 
On the steamer, crossing the 
channel, he would have jumped over­ 
board to escape, but was afraid of 
drowning. 
Arriving in Fraflce, he and the rest 
were huddled into cattle cars. On the 
side of each appeared in white letters, 
“Hommes 40, Chevaux 8.” Afterhours 
of bumping over the uneven French 
roadbeds they arrived at the training 
base of Rouen. 
At this place they were put through 
a week's rigid training in trench war* 


“Lloyd, you are going to a new com­ 
pany. 
No one knows you.' Your bed 
alii be as you make it, so for God’s 
sake. brace up and be a man. I think 
you have the stuff in you, my boy, so 
good-by and the best of luck to you.” 
The next day the battalion took over 
their part of the trenches. It happened 
to be a very quiet day. The artillery 
beni rid the lines was still, except for 
an occasional shell sent over to let the 
Germans know the gunners w ere not 
asleep. 
In the darkness, in single file, the 
company slowly wended their way 
down the communication trench to the 
front line. 
No one noticed Lloyd’s 
white and draw n face. 
A fter they had relieved the company 
In the trenches, Lloyd, with two of the 
old company men, was put on guard in 
one of the traverses. 
Not a shot was 
fired from the German lines, and no 
one 
paid 
any 
attention 
to 
him 
crouched on tile firing step. 
On the first time in, a new recruit Is 
not required to stand with his head 
“over the top.” He only “sits it out,” 
while the older men keep watch. 
At about ten o’clock, all of a sudden, 
he thought hell had broken loose, and 
crouched and shivered up against the 
p arap et Shells started bursting, as he 
Imagined, right in their trench, when in 
fact they were landing about a hun­ 
dred yards in rear of them, in the sec­ 
ond lines. 
One of the older men on guard, turn­ 
ing to his m ate, said: 
“There goes Fritz with those d

trench m ortars again. It’s about tim e 
our artillery ‘taped’ them , and sent 
over a few.

When the trench 
m ortars opened ap, a maddening ter­ 
ror seized him and he wanted to run, 
to get away from that horrible din. 
anywhere to safety. So quietly snefik- 
ing%rotund the traverse, he came to th e 
entrance of a communication trench, 
and ran madly and blindly down it, 
running into traverses, stum bling into 
muddy holes, and falling full length 
over trench grids.

Great Lakes, 111., May 2.— "Who’s 
looney now" is the big problem at the 
psychiatric unit of the Great Lakes 
Naval Training Station, according to 
an account of an incident published 
in the Great Lakes Bulletin, the of­ 
ficial newspaper of the big establish­ 
ment. 
The psychiartric unit is the 
branch of the service where experts 
try to determine a man’s mental ca­ 
pabilities by means of tests in which 
pictures, blocks, puzzles and similar 
articles are used. The story relates 
that Ensign John Sharpe discovered 
an 
ex-sleight-of-hand 
performer 
among the recruits in detention. Mr. 
Sharpe seized the opportunity for 
some fun. He called the psychiatric 
Unit, asked for Chief Yeoman Dodds 
and said:

The fact that consumers cannot se­ 
cure immediate delivery should not 
deter them from placing their orders 
at once. These early orders once on 
the books become the basis for the 
determined* drive to secure an ade- 
qquate production and prompt dis­ 
tribution. 
Promptness in ordering and 
pa­ 
tience in 
awaiting 
deliveries 
are 
needed as a basis for the co-operation 
of the whole country with the Foe 
Administration in its efofrt to do 
Its share of the nation’s war-work.

OFFERS OF PEACE 


(By the A satiated Pr* ms) 
Corfu, May 2.—Serbia remains 
faithful to the cause of the Entente 
allies despite German intrigue and an 
offer of the German government to 
conclude peace, 
declared 
Premier 
Pashitch today in a "declaration of 
Serbia’s foreign policy" read a t the 
opening here of the Serbian parlia­ 
m ent 
More than a year ago, Mr. Pashitch 
said, "Germany was beginning to 
the impossibility of defeating her 
enemies by military force alone, and 
to see that she must have recourse 
to other means. 
She then decided 
to make the most energetic use of 
clandestine channels to disorganise as' 
speedily as possible the power and 
cohesion of her enemy. She carried 
on intrigues, employing different 
methods according to the countries 
for which she intended them. 
"All these intrigues were clothed 
in fine language and expressed hu­ 
manitarian ideals by means of which 
the enemy was spreading monarch­ 
istic ideas in republica and republi­ 
can ideas In monarchies, recommend­ 
ing in democratic countries a mili­ 
tary regime and in autocracies demo­ 
cratic, republican 
or 
anarchistic 
ideas. 
AH tins had; only one object, 
to provoke internal disorders and dis­ 
cord between the allies. 
"In all Allied countries the effect 
of these secret machinations have 
been felt, but nowhere 
have 
they 
succeeded so well as in Russia. Judg­ 
ing from effects, it is impossible to 
deny th at the Russian Revolution 
has been tainted by German influence 
and has only been useful up to the 
present, to Germany. 
"AustriarHungary recently has in­ 
tensified her intrigue and calumnies 
against 
the 
Serbian 
people, 
and 
against King Peter and thbt Serbian 
government. She has but one object, 
to shake the faith of the Allies in 
Serbia, to destroy the national unity 
and by means ox our dissensions, to 
instug the conquest of Serbia. 
/Baft our people know Austria-Hun­ 
g ary too well lend themselves to be­ 
lieve these lying words. 
The Ser­ 
bian people remains faithful. It has 
given up all that it had and could 
give. At present, with the little forces 
that remain to it, it can only stay 
faithfully at the side of the Allies, 
never forgetting that Austria-Hun­ 
gary provoked this war with the ob­ 
ject of destroying Serbia. 
"The appearance of America in the 
theater of war has filled up the gap 
caused by the Russian withdrawal, 
and the armed forces of our Al­ 
lies are more considerable than those 
of the enemy as regards both men 
and material. Their organization has 
been improved and there is complete 
agreement on all questions. The Ser­ 
bian people can therefore be certain 
that its sacrifice will not be in vain 
and that its ideals will be realized if 
it continues to give in the future tok­ 
ens of its military and civic virtues 
and if it remains safe, as hitherto, 
from intrigues which aim at destroy­ 
ing its concord and unity in the de­ 
fense of the interests of our people."

Lieutenant Themas of California, Com­ 
mander of Armed Guard on Steam­ 
ship, Gave Life for Country. 


The first United States naval offi­ 
cer lost in the war with Germany 
was Lieut Clarence C. Thomas of 
California, commander of the armed 
guard on the steamship Vacuum. 
was sunk by a German submarine on 
the morning of April 28, 1917. 
There wgg only a moment’s warning 
before the torpedo struck the ship. 
Lieutenant Thomas and the after 
gun’s crew manned the gun, but two 
•minutes later the stern of the Vac­ 
uum plunged, throwing Thomas and 
his crew into the water. They were 
rescued by a ship’s boat. The weath­ 
er was bitterly cold, the sea very 
rough. Within a short time the boat 
capsized twice, four men being 
drowned. It was righted each time, 
but the exposure and the fight 
against a heavy sea was too much for 
the sailors. Eleven of the fourteen 
men, including Lieutenant Thomas, 
died and their bodies were swept 
overboard. 
At noon the next day 
another lifeboat rescued the three 
survivors of the eighteen that were 
originally in the boat. 
lieutenant 
Thomas was a native of Grass Val­ 
ley, Cal., born December 26, 1886. 
He entered the Naval academy in 
1894, graduating in 1908. He had 
made an excellent record in the navy 
and was one of the first officers put 
in command of a naval gun’s crew 
when American merchantmen were 
armed for protection against subma­ 
rines. The four enlisted men of the 
gun’s crew drowned were Donald 
Alexander, seaman, second class, of 
New York; Charles J. Fischer of 
Philadelphia, coxswain; Charles D. 
Luckan of Baltimore, seaman, and 
Frank Hazelton LaRue of Philadel­ 
phia, seaman.
